R E M O V I N G A CA P ITA L. 


The 
E m peror 
C onsta ntine’s 
M om entous 
Cha nge From R om e to C onsta ntinople. 
The removal of the imi>eriul ca pita l 
from Rome to Byza ntium was one of 
tiie most decisive acts on record— a sig ­ 
nal monument of foresight, g enius and 
will. Madrid, St. Petersburg and Berlin 
are also ca pita l cities created by the act 
of u powerful ruler. 
But none of tlu-se 
foundations can compare in scale and in 
importance with the tremendous task of 
moving the seat of empire 1,000 m iles 
to the east, from the center of Ita ly to 
Flic coast of Asia, from a La tin to a 
Greek city, from a pagan to a Christian 
population. 
The motives which impel­ 
led Constantine to this momentous step 
were doubtless n mplex. Since the time 
of Trajan Rome Fiad not been the con­ 
stant residence of the emperors, except 
of Antoninus Pius, nor the regular seat of 
government. 
Since the tun« » of Diocle­ 
tian Rome liud I » ecu abandoned as the 
official center of the empire. 
Many 
places ea>t of it had been tried, and Con­ 
stantine, w h en 
n solved on the great 
change, seriously contemplated two, if 
not three, other sites. 
It had long been 
agreed that the imperial seat must be 
transferred toward the east, and there 
was an instinctive* sense that the va lley 
of the Tiber wa s no longer safe from 
the incessant onward march of the Te u ­ 
tonic nations in arms. 
The* tendency wa s to get somewhere 
south of tbe* Danube and w ithin reach 
of Asia Minor and the Euphrates. 
The 
greater chie fs had a ll felt that the em ­ 
pire must Ik* recast, both politica lly and 
spiritually. 
By the fourth century it 
wa s cle ar that the- empire must break 
w ith the rooted prejudices that sur­ 
rounded the' senate of Rome and tbe* 
gods of the capitoL 
And Constantine, 
the ha lf conscious and ha lf convinced 
a gent of the great change— flu* cha ng e 
from the ancient world to the- modern 
world, from polytheism to Christia nity 
—saw in the church anel bishop of Rome 
a power which would never be his crea ­ 
ture. Dante te-lls us that “ Ca>sar Fiecame 
a Greek in order to g ive place to the 
Roman pa stor.” Then* is much in this, 
but it is not tFie whole truth, for Caesar 
mig ht ha ve become a Spaniard, or a 
Gaul, or an Illyrian. Da nte m ig ht have 
added that C esa r became an orienta l in 
order to g ive place to the Goth. 
Con­ 
sta ntinople from the first wa s a Chris­ 
tia n city, with an orthodox church, Fmt 
it wa s a church that w;us from tie- first 
a department of the sta te.— Fortnig htly
